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r/?fe is the second instaliment of a continuing "Stm^y 
of Sharon" from ite founding to the present. The story 
waa written after utmost two years of research and 
will, vse believe, be a major contributon to knoioledge 
of the vasU The remaining inslaUmente will follow 
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During those years in the 
early nineteenth century and 
even previous, there might have 
been witnessed scenes and inci- 
dents, recollections of which 
should stir afresh the pride of 
every Canadian in whose veins 
flows the blood of pioneers. 
Along the ancient Indian trail 
known as Yonge Street, wound 
caravans of covered wagons or 
sleighii, filled with settlers' fam- 
ilies and effects, and drawn by 
oxen or horses- Cattle followed, 
men were on horseback, an axe 
and a rifle ever handy. 

Up those slimy hills of reek- 
ing clay the wagons creaked and 
lurched, Ihey twisted among the 
trees — often the underbrush had 
to be chopped— to avoid the for- 
bidding swamps. Numbers of 
these newcomers had first touch- 
ed Canadian soil at Kingston, 
some had crossed Lake Ontario 
to land at York, while still others 
came via Niagara and around the 
h&ad of the lake. Over the 
streams they built bridges, at the 
rivers flowing wide and deop^ 
they hailed, wagon boxes were 
caulked, and the occupants, 
aware of the danger, remained 
inside these improvised boats, 
trusting to the sturdy oxen to tow 
thorn across. In these days of 
rapid transportation, pen will less 
ably continue to describle the 
hardships and dangers of that 
long journey over the mountains 
of Pennsylvania and New York 
State, to this savage Canadian 
v/ilderness. 

The last lonely outpost of civ- 
ilization—the marshy settlement 
of York— left behind, the caval- 
cade continued northward where 
ever deeper into the silence of 
interminable forest, the unknown 
beckoned. On the higher ground 
above York they had passed 
through a stand of magnificent 
limber which extended far and 
beyond their destination. Wher- 
ever night found them Uiey stop- 
ped and the light of their camp- 
fire was ringed by the gleam of 
a thousand eyes. Weeks had 
passed since they had left their 
homes five hundred miles hehinil. 
Weary and fearful, each day was 
bringing them nearer to keep 
their rendezvous with faith> in a 
new life in the new townships 
of Upper Canada. Canada, that 
country of promise where they 
could continue to live in confi- 
dence of British institutions, that 
country where was food and 
peace and opportunity for all 
to meet the wilderness in hand 
to hand battle, 
AriuQficd by Timothy Roaers 
This particular land towards 
which they were moving had pre- 
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viously been arranged for by 
Timothy Rogers with the Gov- 
ernment at York. From Aurora 
to HoUand Landing they spread 
out tlirough the township of 
King, eastward across Whit- 
church, on into Uxbridge district 
and north into East Gwillimbury 
to and beyond that certain site 
which was destined to become 
the village of Sharon, 

The Legend of the centuries re- 
lates that the man whose hands 

had laid the body of the cruci- 
fied Saviour in the tomb, on a 
missionary pilgrimage to Eng- 
land, and seeking a sign, had 
struck his staff in England's 
earth. There it took root and 
from it sprung the Holy Thorn. 
(This species of thorn is native 
only in the East.) Nineteen 

centuries passed and a band of 

pilgrims trekked to Upper Can- 
ada, a pilgrimage intense with 
ultimate significance. They 
planted their ox-goads of Lom- 
bardy Poplar in Canada's earth, 
Tht^e Poplar twigs took root and 
grew. They marked the corner 
boundaries of the farms and at 
the gateways of these homesteads 
these trees have long stood as a 
symbol of beginnings in the 
County of York. Very few of 
them now are to he seen as one 
travels between the town line 
and Keswick- 

After the passing of the Con- 
stitutional Act and so many set- 
tlers arriving in the Province, it 
was necessary for Immediate sur- 
vey and Augustus Jones was 
commissioned to survey Yonge 
Street. The earliest settlements 
in the township of East Gwillim- 
bury had been made in 1798, be- 
fore the commencement of the 
work of survey by John Slegman, 
Other surveyors were Hatnbly 
in 1803 and Wilmot who laid out 
the lines for the village of Sharon 
in 181 L Surveyor Lount was 
employed in 1819. Chewitl as« 
slsled in the work in 1824, Lind- 
say in 1859. Ualier in 18M and 
Gossage in l€65. These survey- 
ors generally were paid in land. 
The townships of West, North 
and East Gwillimbury wore 
named in honor of the wife of 
the Governor, Major Simcoe. 
Her maiden name had been 
GwllUm. 

Crown Land.^

Cheapest Commodity 

These Crown Grants consisted 
of the standard 200 acres each. 
The above dates are the dates 
of registration. Some of the 
early land transactions appear 
very obscure. Occasionally a set- 
tler selected his land by plan only 
and quickly transferred it to a 
new purchaser. Some grants 
were obtained but years were to 
pass boforo title was cleared by 
registration. Land was the 
cheapest' commodity at the be- 
ginning of the century and a two- 
hundi'Od acre farm was of less 
value than a farm animal of to- 
day. It is a tradition that Sam- 
uel Haines exchanged a valuable 
farm at Quaker Hill, Uxbridge, 
for a yoke of white oxen in order 
that his wife, Susanna, might 
the more easily attend the meet- 
ings of the Children of Peace at 
Sharon. 

In accounts written of those 
early times frequent mention ol 
the settlement of Sharon, or 
Hope, is found- Lying oast of 
Holhmd Landing which was the 
terminus of Yonge Street, the 
road from Holland Landing to 
Sharon was an extension of this 
main road, Yonge Street, and 
Street, and Sharon, at the end of 
this thoroughfare, was the gate- 
way to those northern trails, — 
the angling or "cateran* roads, 
which converged toward the 
business centre of Holland Land- 
ing. Very early in the last 
century the third concession of 
Etfcst Gwillimbury, which includ- 
ed the propose<l village of Hope, 
was known, as it still is, as 
Queen Street. This name was be- 
stowed either by or in honor of 
the Sclby fomily for Queen's 
County in Ireland, from which 
the Selby's emigrated to Upper 
Canada. -■ " , , .- 

First Name Hope 
Tiie first name of the village 
proper was Hope. During the 

eiijhlecn thirties it was identified 
as Davidtown, At a later, but 
undetermined dale it was clmng- 
cd to the lovely name of Sharon. 
It was now well and suitably 
named:— Sharon the plain in the 
wildesness from which rose the 
SOIL'S of courage, of brotherly 
lovu of devoliojt, and which have 
echoctl through tiie many years 
in the lives of the descendants of 
those first inhabitants. 
This particular locality v^hich 

consisted of u forest of miignif- 

icent timber sloping to swamp at 



the weat, was served by Indian 
trail. Le&ser trails ran from 
homestead to homestead. There 
Were no roads only as indicated 
by the blaze of survey. For 
more than three quarters of a 
century the roads throughout 
this community were notoriously 
bad. In spring and fall it v/as 
difficult for even a single horse 
to traverse them- Beavers' built 
dams on the stream oni^e size- 
able, now a trickle below the 
village. 

In the low lands to the west 
mo^ulties and black flies made 
life a nightmare for the settlers. 

The streams teemed with fish 
and the east branch of the Hot- 
land Hiver watered the farms 
along the concession, Game was 
plentiful everj'whcre, deer be- 
came a nuisance by eating the 
slender crops. Predatory wild 
animals menaced settlement for 
years, marauding hears and 
wolves, lynx and wild cats and 
foxes carried away poultry, they 
killed the sheep, they stole "the 
pigs, they even attacked the cat- 
tle. Danger everywhere thieat- 
ened both man and beast. 
At Night The Wolves 

At night the little stock had to 
be rounded up and given what- 
ever protection was available 
and even that many times proved 

inadequate. On occasion the cow 

had been stabled in the cabin. 
Dr. R, W. Bruels of Sharon tells 

that he well remembers listening 
to his grandfather, Rodney Wil- 
Ison, tell of the wolves howling 
about the village. Bears were a 
constant problem, in addition to 
stealing from the stock they en- 
tered tho grain fields and 
bunching the heads of wheat in 
their paws they feasted at the 
expense of the farmer. £ach of 
these losses was very serious. 
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Once in the I9di ceniuiy ihcre livtd a famous 
anilmr, Alphonse Dattdct, who saw an invader 
conf|uer a province of liii cownuy. 'llic invadtr 
p:issed an ordtr ihai all the cuirtnt icaclK-is 
wtrc to he replaced hy foreigners, wlio would 
(each only about llic concjueier's toiuiiry, 'Hie 
fluEhor loid tlif effect of iliii action in a simple 
Story, called "llic l^sc Cl:i5s'\ In (In: story, a 
twcher tried to impart the learning of a lifetime 
in the few brief hounlcfi to him, lie didn't go 
around rapping knuckles or shouting for 
attention, lie didn't have to. Ilis emotion- 
scrjined voice, sirtssing love of nation, puiiiy 
of language and loyiliy lo customs, reached 
even ibc yoongtsi students' hearts. And as tlicy 
filed out of cinss. knowing that on the next 
day they would be taught by a foieignct^ they

Butcher shops are bein^ picketed on the west coast in 
protest at the price of beef. What a completely foolish 

gesture. It has as much sense as if the butchers were to 

picket the packing houses, the packing houses picket the 
American buyers, and the farmers picket the whole kit 
and kabooclle* ^, ; 

The price of beef is a reflection of the foolish times 
in v/hich we live. For sure, there is a complication; 
price control in the United States has caused the Amer- 
ican farmer to hold back his beef and so the buyci-s are 
coming to Canada and out-bidding the domestic market. 
But this is just a wrinkle on the same old chestnut: that 
you can't do what ive have been doing since the war 
without paying the shot, sooner or later, 

A few years ago, the farmers were taking awful 
whacks from industry as labor demanded more and 
more money for less and less work. The consumer 
paid the bill, and tlie biggest consumer for many of 
the goods so affected was the farmer. Now the fanner 
is making money on his beef at the expense of those 
same groups who so blithely charged off their own 
efforts at Utopia to the farmers. ^ 

Even so, the farmers have a long way to go before 
they begin to match dollar for dollar, the returns on 
their productivity and the returns on the productivity 
of the city industry and service. It is a remaikable fact 
that a milk man selling on a city route can boast to his 
country cousin who produces the milk that he makes 
double the hitter's income. 

Isn*t it about time that the dog-eat-dog economy 
u?ider whicli we now function svas recognized for what 
it is? If we are operating on the principle that we can 
do leas and leas to earn our dollars, we can hardly ex- 
pect those same dolhira to buy us what they used to.

CoiiiKil Argues Night Long 
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Parkinji Meters On Yonge 

' The fourteenth general meeting of the Aurora town 
, council, for the yeai- 1951, was held in the municipal 

chambers on Monday night, June 18th, There were 
, present Mayor Bell, Reeve Cook* Reputy-reeve Murray, 

Councillors Corbett, Davies, Fielding. Gumiy, Jones and 
■ Pringle. Also present were town clerk llnrolrl N- 
. Clark, ass't, town clerk, Ken G- Moses and town solici- 
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;- tor Lome C, Lee, 

Visitors included Mn S, G, 
Hoffman, Mr. Barker, manager of 
E. P, Fielding and company, Mr. 
Doug Fisher, Mn Larry Rubins 
and Mr W. Harvey Ben rep- 
resenting the junior chamber of 
commerce. 

- Following the reading of corr- 
espondence, the earliest business 
on the agonda concerned an in- 
crease in the mayor's remuner- 
ation for council attendance- It 
had b<!en proposed that besides 
his armual stipend of $350, the 
mayor should receive $5 for all 
committee and special mcGtings 
he attended. Council had agreed 
On this at an earlier Tnecting, 
with councillor Jones opposing. 

The town solicitor now pointed 
out that it was contrary to the 
Municipal Act that the mayor 
should receive remuneralion by 
stipend and commUtee attend- 
ance payments. Either could be 
adopted, bul not both. 

The matter was referred back 

to the personnel committee. 

INSTALLATION OF METERS 

A prolonged discussion ensued 
over the presentation of the re- 
port of the police committee 
(Mayor Ben and Councillors 
Fielding and Jones) on the sub- 
ject of meters- The mayor, as 
chairman, presented the report, 
which was supported by a maj- 



mainlained. 

Councnior Davies said that 
the narrow road north of Wel- 
lington street would be a death 
trap if meters were installed 
there. 

Councillor Gundy said that 
merchants were losing business 

through the absence of meters^ 
to which Councillor Pringle add- 
ed that there were too many 
merchants anyway for a town of 

the size of Aurora, 

Mayor Bell expressed strong 

support for the installation of 
meters, as did Councillor Field- 
ing. The mayor pointed out that 
31 merchants had signed the 
petition for meters, and they 
must take notice of such a strong 
petition. 

Decide For Meters 

Councillor Gundy proposed a 
motion, seconded by Councillor 
Fielding, that the police report 
.be adopted. The motion was 
finaily modified to read that the 
report be accepted in principle. 
Neither motion being voted on, 
the mayor suggested that the 
clauses of the report be consider- 
ed seriatum. 

When the report had been dis- 
cussed clause by clause, the mo- 
lion adopting the report was car- 
ried. The mayor then requested 
that a recorded vote be taken, 
himself abstaining since he did 



orily vote in favor of meters. 1 ^^^ leave the chain 
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Councillor Davies drew atten- 
tion to a motion passed by coun- 
cil on May 21st. The motion cal- 
led for the holding over of Ihc 
meters until such time as the 
parking site at the United church 
was in operation. To discuss 
further the question of meters 
until the direction of that motion 
had been fulfilled would be ab- 
solutely out of order, maintained 

Councillor Davies. 

Councillor Gundy then moved, 
^n6 Councillor Pringle seconded, 
that the motion referred to by 
Councillor Davies be rescinded. 
■ O.T a protest by Councillor 
Davies that such a motion was 
out of order, a direction from the 
town solicitor confirmed that 
. what council had pa.sscd it had 
the power to rescind. 

Battle Of WoriL^ 

The motion to rescind having 
been adopted, a battle of words 
on the motor problem, pro and 
con, continued for such a length 
of time that council adjourned 
at midnight with the new bus^ 
iness agenda untouched. 
. Deputy-rcevc Murray, while 
not opposed to meters, repeated 
his former opinion that off- 
Elrcet parking was the Jmmed- 
jale problem. He asserted that 
the 5>olice had not been backed 
up by council in regard to the 
parking regulations on Yonge 

street. 

The 'leputy-rceve asked how 
enforcement of meter regula* 
tions could be carried out if they 
were unable to enforce the park- 
ing regulations In existence? Mr. 
■ Murray maintained that the 
police could not do a good job 
unless Ihey were backed up by 

council. 

Councillor Jones 
In a vigorous address Council- 
lor Victor Jones asked why the 
town should be burdened with 
extra cost? Everyone was suf- 
fering the effects of increasing 
costs, said Councillor Jones, yet 
here they were proposing to add 
further burdens to the towns- 
people. ^Thc town Is not big 



The recorded vote was as fol- 
lows: In favor of meters, Reeve 
Cook, Deputy-reeve Murray, and 
Councillors Fielding. Gundy and 
Pringle. Opposed to meters: 
Councillors Davies, Corbetl and 
Jones. A decision to instal 
meters was therefore approved 

five to three* 

Other Oiisiness 

A building lot in the posses- 
sion of a veteran, on Harrison 
avenue, said to be neglected and 
grown up with weeds, was dis- 
cussed by council. It was decid- 
ed to take steps in regard to the 
lot if present holder did not pro- 
pose to use it. 

Further discussion took place 

on the Linton property proposed 
for sale, the town solicitor indi- 
eating the need for a survey on 
the matter of easement* Council 
decided to request the solicitor 
to seek an agreement with Mr. 
Linton in regard to the easement, 
should the town at some future 
date decide on extensions at Ty- 
ler and Lepper streets. 

Mr. Ab- Hulse briefly atldres- 
cd council on the work of civil 
defence. He was receiving no 
remuneration himself for such 
w:ork, and did not wish it. He 
would like, however, if council 
could sec its way to pay the cost 
of gas for four volunteers from 
Aurora who wore taking train- 
ing in Toronto, likcv/ise without 
payment. 

Council agreed to meet this re- 
quest, anii at the same time ten- 
dered a vole of thanks to Mr. 
Ilulse for the fine voluntary 
work he was doing in the matter 
of civil defence, 

Charles Copland, hydro mana- 
ger, and Jim Gouldlng, town 

foreman, appeared before coun- 
cil with representations in con- 
nection with town work,

WELCOME TO YOU

We have said that tliere are too many organizations 
in our town. Yet, here we are, welcoming: a new one. 
There are exceptional reasons why we do so. 

The fir.st of these reasons is that this new organiza- 
tion, the Junior Chamber of Commerce, is au organiza- 
lion of youth. There is an age limit to its membei-ship- 
Around 40 years of age members of the J.C<C, retii^e. 

They could theji, perhaps, seek sanctuary* in the Board 
of Trade, or some similar body which does not demand 
the use of too much energ>\ 

We were deeply impressed by the scene at tlic Gray- 
stones last week when a great crowd of young- men were 
gathered there to initiate this new movement of youth 
in Aurora. It was a grand sight to see so many young 
men assembled for the purpose of making plans for giv- 
ing service lo tlieir town. If the enthusiasm that was 

shown at that meeting can be sustained, the Aurora 
Junior Chamtwr of Commerce should be of groat bene- 
fit to our town. 

Speaking quite frankly, we were somewhat sceptical 
about the movement. There are a number of organisa- 
tions in Aurora, some of them with high-sounding 
names, whose usefulness <inito obviously belongs to the 
past They might just as well fold up. In fact, some 
of them have already folded up, although their names 
survive as being still in existence. It seems a pity that 
they don't issue Remembrance Cards 

How long will it lie before the Aurora Board of Trade 
folds up? Or has it already folded up? For all the vis- 
ible evidence we see of its activities, it is as dead as the 
dodo. 



WHAT CAN THEY DO? 

Our early scepticism was disiM?Hcd by the enthusiasm 
that pervaded the meeting at the Graystones, OE 
course, we are under no illusions on the score of dinner 
enthusiasms, which so often fade away. We know, how- 
ever, most of the young men who have formed them- 
selves into a junior chamber, and have confidence that 
they are deeply in earnest. 

What can they do? They can do several things. First 
among these are the study-classes that are being formed, 
which will enable mcmboi-s lo discuss among them- 
selves local i)roblems, and sn become familiar with town 
government. Discussion will give opportunities lo learn 
the art of public speaking. This ail needs to l>e develop- 
ed in Canada, 

Having made themselves familiar with town questions 
and the techniques of local government, members of the 
junior chamber can take an uutive part in promoting 
interest in elccliojis. The key to democratic govern- 
ment is the vote. It is a lamentable fact, however, 
that groat numlxjvs of i^eople who have the vote do nut 
exercise it. 

\Vq make one suggestion: If the memtxjrs of the 
junior chamber will set themselves the task of rousing 
the voters of Aurora to get out and vote at the nninici- 
pal elections in November they will be undertaking a 
most vital job. At the last elections only a little more 
than GO per cent of the voters turned out; and that was 
a record municipal vote in Aurora- 

Jlembership in the junior chamber is applicable to 
those from 18 to 35 years of age. These are the g!or- 
ious ages of youth, when idealism and energy are both 
at their best. It is because of our faith in youth that 
we give a whole-hearted welcome to thi.^ new organis- 
ation in Aurora, the junior chamber. You have our 
sincere good wishes, boys. May your fine intentions 
prosper. We wish you welL 

BAD AND DANGEROUS 

The federal parliament has been discusshig postal 
rates for newspapers, whicli ate beinj^ increased. In 
the course of the debate Mr. M, J. Coldwel^ iea<ler of 
the CCF, expressed views on newspaper cluiins with 
which we are in strong accord. 

The following is a quotati(»n from Mr, CJoldweirs 
speech: '*To my mind one great <iangcr in our demo- 
cratic eounli ie.s is the control of newspapers and news 

services by a few small groups of individuals with niasa 
circulatiun in the areas they sen-e. That, I say, is a 
danger to our institutions," 

In June 7th issue of Aurora News Page we luid an 
editorial dealing with that very danger^ which has 
reached almost ultimate strenf,'th in the Old Country. 
It is a bad and dangerous thing for any country to have 
its newapaijcrs controUcf) by only a few men, who may 
use such great power to the detriment of the best nat- 
ional interests. 

Variety of opinion is a healthy condition. The very 
essence of democracy is its elasticity in mattei-H of opiii' 
ion. It3 opposite is dictatorship. Dictatoi^hip allows 
of no variety of opinion. That has recently been made 
clear in the suppression of La Preir/a. La Pienza wan 
opposed to Peran's dictatorial policies in Argentine, so 
this smaller Stalin had its voice silenced. 

It has been the way of dictators in all countries to 
silence a free press. When a free press is silenced 
there is no freedom of thought, nor of expression. The 
line of demarcation is not loo clear between ptilitical and 
property contml in newspaper.^. The Canadian public 
should watch closely wliat is hapj>ening to its weekly 
newspapers wlien change of ownei-ship overtakes them,* 

The new ownet's may conceal their identities; but 
they cannot foi^ver conceal theie intentions.; ■ ^"v -

For those who are inter- 
ested in local history we would 
point out that the Queen's hotel 
was built in the year 1863. 

Until May, 1916, Aurora was 
''wet", when liquor was freely 
sold. But under the Local Op. 
tEon act a vole of the citizens 
decided that Aurora must go 
"dry" and it has remained so 
ever since. 

In any event it did not matter 
much which way it went, since
